Toward An Economy of Plenty 


CONUNDRUM can become disagreeable if it is propounded too 
often especially when there is no simple answer. 
Many of us are 
tired of having orators thunder the question at us: “W hy is tiiere 
so much want amid plenty?” 
The propounder of the question 
usually follows it up by proving that he knows nothing whatever about 
the answer. 
Often he proposes some fantastic scheme which ignores the 
fundamental problems involved. 


The complete question is very complicated. 
If it were simple, we 
would need only to seek out the tyrant responsible for our troubles and 
kill him off. 
But unfortunately there is no tyrant to kill. 
Every person 
in the land, from the highest to the humblest, wants nothing more than to 
solve the problem. 
In fact, it is slowly being solved right now. 


The normal forces which promote employment and business in times 
of prosperity are getting back on the job. There are many things still to 
be done— some by the government, some by business leaders, some by 
organized labor, and some by the general public. 
But through debate and 
experiment, and a fuller measure of cooperation, we see the growth of a 
better understanding. 


Mistakes are being c o n c e tti. 
One of the most serious of these mis­ 
takes was the attem pt to solve the paradox of want amid plenty by re­ 
moving the plenty. 
Many people believed that the production of our nu­ 
merous industries should be controlled and reduced. 
It was believed that 
by arbitrarily fixing prices and restraining production we could equitably 
distribute the necessities of life and end all poverty, 


This was actually attempted in a number of industries. 
The results 
have been very bad, and it is fortunate that the mistake is being recogniz­ 
ed. 
We now see more clearly than ever the fact that we cannot divide 
more wealth than is produced. 
Only with increased production can in­ 
dustry provide greater buying power for the people who are to buy its prod­ 
ucts. 
This central truth is simple, although it is surrounded by com­ 
plications. Our task is to solve the complications. 


All our efforts must be directed toward hastening distribution rather 
than retarding production, although the former is harder to do than the 
latter. 
This is the only road to economic happiness. 
Industry must have 
competitive freedom to expand, and the buying power which is creates 
must flow rapidly and equitably back to those who participate in producing 
the goods. 


In the cycle of distribution the selling process is very important, and 
a good volume of advertising is essential. Because good advertising is help­ 
ful to consumers, it is one of the best means for stim ulating sales. 


When our distribution system is running smoothly, this country's 
maximum capacity for producing goods is not a bit too great. 
In fact, it 
is too small for the level of prosperity to which our resources entitle us. 
The full utilization of these resources could establish a real economy of 
plenty. 
Efficient distribution aided by the constructive use of advertising 
will help to bring about that happy condition.
